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Mysore’s Greetings of Welcome to the people of the seven taluks of 
Bellary District, which will form part of Mysore State from the Ist 
October, 1953, and to the Andhra State by Shri K. Hanumanthaiya, 
Chief Minister, Mysore State. 


The first of October 1953 isa very happy day for the people of 
Mysore and the people of the seven taluks of Bellary District—Hadagali, 
Harapanahalli, Hospet, Kudligi, Sandur, Siruguppa, and Bellary—which 
will be a part of Mysore fromthat day. It is a happy day not so much 
because Mysore gains more territory—that is an ambition she has never 
entertained—but because the much needed administrative convenience 
has happily been gained. We have now come to think of all India as 
one country. Any re-distribution of territory among the States is merely 
an administrative convenience and not one’s gain at the expense of 
another. The concept of the unity of all India which we find in the much 
used ancient sankalpa sloka beginning “‘ mt a aq’? is a live 
concept once again. The Swaraj we have established transcends the 
barriers of language, religion, caste, class and colour and has welded the 
thirty-six crores of us into an abiding nationhood. 


It is a matter for deep satisfaction that the people of these seven 
taluks felt so drawn towards the people of Mysore that it is possible for 
them all to be in one administrative unit. Itis this affection and trust 
that makes us so happy and we value them all the more because it is 
spontaneous. 


It will be our constant care to justify this affection and trust. We 
offer our brothers and sisters in these taluks a warm welcome, and an 
absolutely equal share in our blessings and trials. We do not offer 
them anything special or distinctive ; for that would mean treating them 
as stranger-guests with whom we are on terms of formal courtesy. The 
informal invitation to walk in and “ take pot-luck”’ is the kindliest, since 
it is given only to those with whom we have no reservations. The 
relationship between us is not that of host and guest; it is that of a 
family in which all have equal rights and duties and nobody claims any- 
thing special. In short our one desire is that they should feel absolutely 
at home with us and share all things with us equally. 


This feeling of oneness is not something which has been worked up 
for the occasion. On the eve of this integration, it is natural that we 
should recall the historical and cultural ties that bound us together in 
the past. Even during the-days when these taluks were a part of British 
India, Hampi was a place of pilgrimage to all of us. The prayer of the 
poet Raghavanka “ May Virupaksha, the Lord of Hampi, make us rich 
in devotion and wisdom” has all along been sung in thousands of 
Mysore homes. We are not, then, running after strange gods, nor are 
we welcoming aliens. 


All that I have said above applies equally to the Telugu speaking 
people as well as the Kannadigas in these seven taluks, To them we 
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give our affection, full measure and brimming over; and we ask for theirs 
in return. In Mysore, linguistic differences have never been a_ problem, 
as the history of our administration proves. To the economic and 
cultural progress of the State, the people whose mother-tongue was 
Kannada as well as those whose mother-tongue was Telugu and Tamil 
have all contributed freely and richly. Inthe Kannada renaissance in 
recent years, some of the leading figures are Tamil or Telugu speaking 
men. Nobody has noticed anything queer in this. Language consci- 
ousness has never been a disturbing factor in our affairs. In fact, that 
one is born in Mysore State or comes from other parts of India never 
occurs to us ; we never ask what language they speak at home, 


A common language is undoubtedly an important factor in a well 
integrated administrative unit. Common language contributes a great 
deal to administrative convenience. It is, therefore, quite appropriate . 
to think of the re-distribution of territories in India on. the basis of 
language. But it would be most inappropriate to misuse ‘ language ”’ 
to adverserely affect Indian unity, and peace and harmony that are so 
necessary for our all round progress. True, there are many languages 
in India. That is a diversity which gives richness and colour to Indian 
life. We, in Mysore, have made, out of the diversity of languages, not 
a babel but a harmonious cultural unit. It is such harmony that we 
have striven for and achieved. Weare rather proud of it and would 
like to preserve it. I might state that this harmony is not a recent 
invention of ours. We are merely carrying on the great. tradition of 
the Vijayanagar Empire'which was an “ Andhra-Karnataka Samrajya.” 
Our Telugu speaking brothers will therefore find themselves quite at 
home in the expanded Mysore State. 


I extend on this occasion the friendly greetings of the Mysore 
State to the new Andhra State that is being inaugurated today by our 
great Prime Minister Shri Jawaharlal Nehru. We are all Indians first 
and last, and in both prosperity and adversity our fortunes are 
inseparably and indistinguishably linked. The boundary line between 
the two States is only a necessary administrative technicality ; 
and it is not so formidable an obstacle that we cannot each stretch our 
hands across and feel the warmth of a friendly grasp.

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Returns for the Maharaja's Flag 


The Rules for the Flag Competitions are given below for the in- 
formation of the Scouters :— 


Rules for the award of His Highness the Maharaja's Flag for 1952-53 


1. H.H, The Maharaja’s Flag will be awarded to a Scout troop or 
Group in good standing, in Mysore State calculated on the unit strength 
of 32. 
Note.—Troops or Groups having two to four Patrols of Scouts 
(12 to 32) will be eligible to compete. 

2. Scoutmasters or Assistant Scoutmasters are not eligible for 
counting in the competition. 

3. The Troop or Group must be of good standing, and must have 
held at least 36 meetings, and at least two overnight camps since 16th 
March 1952. Complete Troop Records including the attendance Roll of 
the Troop for the period should be maintained and are to be submitted 
to Headquarters, along with the entries, 


4. Before a Scout can count for competitions— 
(i) He should have attended at least 24 meeeings of the Troop 
since 16th March 1952. 
(ii) He should have attended at least one overnight Camp since 
16th March 1952. 
(ii) He should not have completed 18 years on the 16th March of 
the year of award. 
(iv) He should not have been registered as a Rover. 


(v) He should be a Scout in good standing and must have been 
registered in the particular Troop for at least six complete 
mopvths before the !st March of the year of competition, 
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5. Points will be allotted to individual Scouts for the following 
Badges earned ‘ between 16th March 1952 and 15th March 1953, adjust- 
ments being made on the total number of points gained by the Troop.

First Class Scout he a. 
Second Class Scout ay 1 point 


Proficiency Badges earned during the year ending with 15th March 
1953: 2 points each, including qualifying badges for the Maharaja’s

Maharaja's Own for the following year and a Certificatc will be awarded 
to the Troop.
